This gentleman was also introduced 


by Hon. A. B. Bunn, who spoke in veiy 
flattering terms of the General, as a 
brave defender of his country in liei 
hour of trial, and as one who bad ever 
been a staunch Republican. 


The gcntlemai then proceeded to ai'- 


dress the audience in a telling speech of 
about an hour and a half, in which he 
arraigned tho Democratic party and the 
prominent men in it as being opposed 
to progress, and in favor ot curtailing 
human liberty. The history of the par- 
ty and its leaders in connection with the 
war was also commented upon in a man- 
ner not very complimentary to their 
patriotism, and the remarks of the 
speaker upon this point were most juit 
and terribly scathing. In speaking of 
the Democrats who went into the war, 
the orator said they were, of all men, j 
worthy of commendation, as they not 
only had to face the enemy in the field, 
but subjected themselves to the obloquy 
of their old political associates, who 
branded them as "Lincoln hirelings." 


Tilden's war record was also com- 


mented upon, historical facts being cited 
to show that be did everything in bis 
power to discourage enlistments and 
otherwise embarrass the government in 
the day when it ;needed the sympathy 
of every heart and the help of every 
hand. The speaker also said that it 
was a matter of wonder to him how 
those Democrats who vent into the war 
and fonght ;to pat down the rebellion 
could now return to the embrace of the 
Democratic pa**jV whose leaders and 
prominent men had denounced them for 
their loyalty, and earnestly hoped for 
their defeat on the battle field. 


Allusion was also made to the unsuc- 


cessful attempt of the leaders ot the 
Democratic party to fasten the charge 
of dishonesty upon tbe Republican par- 
ty and ita prominent men; and the utter 
failure of persistent attempts ia that di- 
rection was commented upon in a telling 
manner. 
Other matters were dwelt 


upon by the speaker, and handled in a 
manner which showed him to be thor- 
oughly posted on the political creations 
of the day. 


Tho speech was an excellent one, and 


was well received by the large audience, 
many of iu paasages calling forth 
hearty applause. We hope the Ucuuial 
may Had it convenient to pay us anoth 
er visit during Ibe campaign.
